When Paimaister awoke, the stairway 
was in flames and the house was thick 
with smoke. He aroused Kleinhaus with 
difficulty. 

Mrs. Hass was awakened by pain in her 
throat caused by the smoke. and went 
to the front window for air. When she 
started back to awaken her husband, the 
smoke was so thick that she could not find 
tne bed for several minutes. She escaped 


from the room by throwing a blanket over 
her head, her*husband leading her down 
the stairway. 
Paulmaister had no insurance. He bought 
the bakery from Fred Meckel. 
The fire originated from a charcoal fire 
under a steam chest on the first floor.

MOTHER'S BATTLE 
FOR LITTLE ONES 


Ill Health Threatens to End Long 
Struggle to Keep Poor Fam- 
ily Together. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. . 

DENVER, Colo., Sept. 3—With faliing 
health and a family of young children on 
her hands, Mrs. Martha Hershey, a German 
woman, finds herself confronting the world. 

The habitation of this poor woman can- 
not be called a home by any one, but those 


who live there, for it is so humble. A few 
knotty poles over which is stretched a 
torn and weatherbeaten rag that once Wus 
a tent is the only shelter the mother and 
her five children have to protect them. 
There is no floor under the tent, and the 
only pieces of furniture it contains ere a 
wooden bedstead and a cot without bedding 
of any kind. ‘Outside is a broken chair 
and a battered old trunk, and off to one 
side to a sort of pen, is a cook stove, where 
the family’s meals are prepared. 

The place is located out on the prairie 
not far from Riverside. Here this woman 
has struggled for existence for several 
years and bravely met adversity for the 
sake of her children. Never, while she had 
her health and could work, did hunger 
come to the little ones, but when contin- 
ued exposure to the elements began to tell 
upon her and sickness interfered with her 
earnings, many a time she had nethin 
to give them when the children asked. 
And what makes it all the worse is that 
two of the children are sick. One of them, 
the oldest; who is about 16, has weak lungs 
end liver trouble. The only other one that 
is old enough to work takes care of a 
lawn, for which he receives a small sum 
each month, and which is the sole support 
of the family. 

The children are all pleasant-faced and 
honest. The nearest neighbor say they are 
all exemplary boys a never steal, al- 
though in the direst need, nor will they beg. 

The mother is afraid to ask charity from 
the county, saying that if she did so the 
authorities might take her boys away from 
her, amd she had rather undergo any tr‘al 
than that. ; 

“Do not tell the authorities,’ she said ‘to 
a caller today, “‘they will take my chil- 
dren away and I wili die. I will rot live 
without my children. Six Years we have 
lived and some way we will live.” | 

Such is the faith and the love of a wo- 
rain whose only cicthing is a skirt and a 
waist. 

The youngest child,aboy of 7, has as a 
companion a little puppy which some of 
the more practical of Mrs. Hershey's ac- 
quaintances regard as a luxury which the

. JUDGE GRAY ON LABOR TROUBLES. 

Judge Gray's views on labor troubles outlined for a cor- 
respondent of the Post-Dispatch are logical and temperate.

200 YEARS OF YACHTING. 


Though tessels answering to the charae- 
ter of yachts were in use by royal person- 
ages from an early date—Queen Elizabeth 
for instance, had one built at Cowes, Isle of 
Wight, in 1558—the word “yacht” was not 
used until the year 1660, when the Dutch 
presented a ‘jacht,"’ named the Mary, to 
Charles ll., says the London Chronicle. 
In Evelyn's Diary, under Qct. 1, 161, oc- 
curs the entry: “I sailed this morning with 
his majesty in one of his, yachts, vessels 
not known among us till the Dutch East 
India Co. presented that curious plece to 
the hing, being very excellent sailing ves- 


gels."’ 
Yacht racing commenced in 1662, when 


Charles II, who had some yachts built 
for him by Sir Phineas Pett, wagered $500 
that a yacht of his would beat a Dutch 
one owned by his brother, the Duke of 
York, afterwards James II. 

J3at the growth of yacht salling was 
slow, and it is not until 1720 that an au- 
thentic record of a yacht c'ub is found, in 


which vear the Cork Harbour Water Club— 


now known as the Royal Cork Yacht Club 
—was formed. In 1812 a similar club, the 
Yacht Club, was formed at Cowes by some 
% yachtsmen. This club in 1820 attracted 
the notice of the Duke of Clarence, after- 
ward William IV, when its title was al- 
tered to the Royal Yacht Squadron, 
Cowes. Fourteen years later Willlam IV 
presented the first royal cup to this club. 
But in 1851 only 500 yachts were in exis- 
tence. Since the international yacht race of 
that year the increase in the number has 
been immense.

1814, in which year the New York Yacht 
Ciub was formed, and the history of that 
club is practically the history of Arferican

“You see, it's this way,” said McKenna 
with a wink.

That comes 
from minding your corner. 

‘You can gamble on one thing—the match 
for science is the best ever made at the 
West End Club. Regan is a mighty hard 
man to hit and Attell a difficult one to 
catch. Unless the fight is mapped out right 
by the men behind Attell it may start 
slowly, as neither is of the rushing order. 
Regan is deliberate in his aggressiveness 
and Attell is thinking more of defense than 
offense. 

“In a measure this will be done away 
with by the known feeling between the 
men.

L’nited States in 1867. 

In its counter-statement the American 
commission makes rejoinder to points cov- 
ered in the presentation of the British side 
of the case. which. it appears, contains 20 
or more “»%cuments which heretofore have 
not been viven to the public. 

The additional evidence referred to bears 
upon the negotiations which took place 
between Great Fritain and Russia durin 
the veurs 1823 to 1825. and it is contende 
that this new evidence in no way alters 
any material contention made in the orig- 
inal alleeation. but that. on the contrary. 
‘it confirms and strengthens the position 
of the United States.” 

These documents consist largely of state- 
ments made and letters written by Mr. 
Pellv. who was at that time denuty gov- 
ernor of the Hudson Bay Co.. and It Is con- 
tended that his letters fully sustain the 
assertion that in fixing a line of demarka- 
tion the British government acted solely in 
the interests of that company 


Ail Beceuse 
of the Klondike. 


The commissioners discuss at some length 
che claim made by their opponents that 
many protests have been filed by the Brit 
ish officials against the American claim in 
reference to the boundary line. They ad- 
mit that from time to time there have 
been informal representations, but these 
they assert were in the main without suf- 
fictent data to justifv serious considera. 
tion. Indeed. they say that never until 
after the Klondike gold discoveries were 
made, in 189. did the British govern- 
ment ta up the question seriously. They 
admit t in 1888 attention was called to 
the claim of the British government that 
the ten-league strip extended only from 
the main waters of the ocean, but they 
sav that this contention was not made ab- 
solutely clear until the British case was de- 
livered to the present tribunal on the 
seccend of May last 

In support of the Amertcan contention 
that the strip should measure from tide- 
water and from the heads of bays and in- 
lets a number of depositions are produced 
in cornection with the counter case going 
to show the occupation of this strip by 
scttlers from the United States since 158). 
Special effort is directed toward showing 
the control of the country about the head 
of Lynn canal, including the sites of the 
towns of Dyea, Skagway, White Pass and 
Lake Bennett. It also is stated that numer- 
ous documents have been preserved which 
had been given to Indian chiefs and others 
by officials of the United States showing 
the presence in the Lynn canal inlets of 
naval and other authorities of the United 
States annually for 20 years after the 
T'nited States acquired the territory. It is 
contended that this occupation and can- 
trol were known to the Canadian govern- 
ment and its people. 

Discussing the boundaries proposed by 
Great Britain, the commission makes refer- 
erence to the instability of the Canadian 
contention on this point. and concludes that 
“the United States has from the time of 
the cession of Alaska to the present day 
maintained but one Interpretation of the 
treaty of 182%. Its position has been open 
and known to the world. It is the same 
which was presented to the tribunal in 
its case, and which it now reiterates in 
this countercase.”’ 


Careful Study 
of the Maps. 


The argument in the case is a careful 
study of maps. treaties and other docu- 
ments bearing upon the boundary conten- 
tion, and it is intended to drive home. the 
facts presented in the statements to which 
reference has been made. Considerable 
space is devoted to the part played by the 

londike gold discovertes in arousing Great 
Britain's interest in the controversy. and 
in this connection notice is taken of an 
assertion made bv the British commission- 
ers that the towns of Dyea and Skagway 
owed thelr existence to the migration to 
the Klondike. They aasert, on the con- 
trary. that Dvea was founded In 1888 and 
Skagway in 1888. They contradict flatly a 
contention made by the BPritish commis- 
Sioners to the effect that ‘Canada's claim 
to the territory at the head of the Lynn 
camal was at the time well known to the 
United States government.” 

“This.”’ they say. “is a gratuitous asser- 
tion. There is no proof to suetain it. 
Canada never put forward any such oaladm 
to the United States. The claim was first 
made in 1898 by Great Britain before the 
joint high commission. It is said that ‘if 
the Canadian government had instructed 
British vessels to disregard these regu- 
lations there would have been great Janger 
of a serious collision.’ There undoubtedly 
would have been a collision, just as cer- 
tainly as if thev had been instructed to 
disregard the regulations of the port of 
New York."
